FINE PIANIST.

Girl Never Took a 


- —Lesson in Music, But Her-Perform- 


ances Surpass Those of 


Most Adults. 


Allentown, Pa.—Music, 
heavenly 


maid, has many handmaidens for her 
deliverance and interpretation. Some 
acquire her precious gifts only by 
slow and painful process, while others 
seem to be born .with the gift divine, 
as if music had whispered into their 
ears at the very birth the secret of her 
harmonies and her harmonics. 


Such a one is Mary Gerhart, the 


six-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

May See Life on Planet Mars. 


Baltimore.—R. W. Wood, who oc- 


cupies the chair of experimental phys- 
ics at Johns Hopkins university, has 
worked out a mercury telescope by 
which it is hoped that life, if it exists, 
may be seen on the planet Mars.

recently to the National Academy of

The book was written by W. Mather 


"in an easy Stile, that a young Man 
may attain the same without a tutor." 
That the "Young Man's Companion" 
was popular in its day is indicated by 
the fact that this was the thirteenth 
edition, "with many Additions and Al- 
terations, especially of the Arithme- 
tick, to the Modern Method." 


The "Companion" was "printed in 


London for S. Clarke, the corner of 
Exchange Alley, next Birchin Lane. 
1727." 


Adorning the fly leaf are the names 


of several into whose possession the 
book found its way, beginning with 
Anthony Linnis, in 1730. It is fairly 
bursting with information, although in 
this day and age it is difficult to see 
how a considerable portion of it pos- 
sessed any especial interest for young 
men.

Marianna, Pa , Nov. 30.—Fifty-six 


bodies, all but two of them horri- 
were taken Sunday from the mine of 
the Piusburg-Buffalo 
Coal Company 


here, in which an explosion occurred 
Saturday, killing many men and cast- 
ing into gloom what was until then 
considered the model mining town of 
the world. 


There is no doubt that the death list 


will reach 138 men. Officials of 
the 


company, who had stated that 
not 


over 125 men had been killed, Sunday 
night admitted that 138 men went 
down the shaft to work Saturday 
morning. According to miners and 
others familiar with the number of 
men generally employed in the mine, 
the death list wiil exceed the com- 
pany's estimate by at least 50. 


Reports have been 
in 
circulation 


that a second and more terrific explo- 
sion is likely to occur at any moment. 
The company officials assert this is 
not true. There is considerable gas in 
the mine, however, and there is un- 
doubtedly danger of - a second explo- 
sion. 


Many relatives of the victims stdod 


all day close to the .ropes around the 
shaft, but there were few of the har- 
rowing scenes usually associated with 
a mine explosion. Most of the relatives 
are English-speaking people, who bear 
their grief in silence. It is estimated 
that one-fourth of the victims are 
Americans. As rapidly as possible the 
work of rescue is being carried on. At 
short intervals new men are sent into 
the mine to relieve others searching 
for the dead. Owing to the danger- 
ous gases and the mass of wreckage in 
the mine, the rescue work is slow and 
is being carried on with great precau- 
tion.

Made at Horn*. 


This Is BO nice to ute with mince 


meat or in fruit pudding's, and it can 
be made at home so reasonably that 
It will pay the housewife if she has 
time to prepare it now. Cut oranges 
in half and scoop out all the pulp, 
or if the rinds of peeled oranges are 
to be used, keep in as good shape 
as possible. 
Put the rinds into a 


basin, cover with lightly salted water, 
and let them soak for a week. At 
the end of that time drain and put in- 
to a stew pan containing a thin sirup 
made with two pounds of sugar to 
every two quarts of water. Boil half 
an hour. In another sauce pan have 
a sirup made from two pounds of 
sugar and a cup of water, and cook 
over the fire until a thick sirup. Put 
the rinds into this thick sirup and 
cook until the sugar candies on them. 
Take out, put on a sieve laid on a 
platter to save all the sirup that 
might drip, and dry in a coolish oven. 
When quite dry put in wide mouthed 
bottles or glass cans and fasten se- 
curely. 


Child's Bib. 


An excellent way for making chil- 


dren's bibs, and one that fully 
an- 


swers the purpose, is made by using 
the regular yoke pattern, cutting the 
back deep enough so that a narrow 
piece of the goods comes under the 
arm. 
Instead of the same depth yoke 


in front, cut the material as long as 
the child's dress, rounding the goods 
at the side if you prefer. 
Join 
the 


back yoke to the front piece; cut the 
sleeves, and sew in; face the yoke, 
neck and sides with bias strips of the 
material. 
Two buttons will be suffi- 


cient for the back. When finished you 
will have a bib that not only entirely 
covers the front of the child's dress, 
but also protects the sleeves.

Now 
open two bottles of ginger ale 
and 


pour into it, then two or three large 
bottles of apollinaris water. Mix well 
and serve. If not sweet enough, add 
more sugar to suit the taste.
